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Welshpool 
homes set 
for wheelie 
bln scheme 

WELSHPOOL HOMES are 
to get wheelie bins as part of 
a new strategy to increase 
the amount of waste the 
county recycles. 

And the move means that 
some waste will now be col¬ 
lected on a fortnightly basis 
rather than weekly. 

Powys County Council 
decided yesterday to intro¬ 
duce a new kerbside recy¬ 
cling collection system, 
which will mean getting rid 
of black bin bags. 

Under the proposals, 
small wheelie bins for the 
collection of residual waste 
would be introduced as well 
as boxes for the collection of 
recycling waste. 

The authority, which cur¬ 
rently collects recycling 
waste in bags, said it had to 
meet strict targets on waste 
sent to landfill. 

Councillor Ken Harris, 
who is responsible for waste, 
said recycling, including 
food, would still be collected 
on a weekly basis but the 
residual waste would be col¬ 
lected on a fortnightly basis. 

He said: “The council will 
adopt a ‘three box’ kerbside 
recycling scheme as the 
standard scheme across 
Powys. The system should 
ensure that the council 
meets the first statutory 
recycling target of 52 per 
cent in 2012/13.” 

He added: “The roll-out of 
the scheme will take place 
across the current and next 
financial years.” 

Abattoir's 
plan agreed 

PLANS TO demolish and 
rebuild an abattoir at 
Hordley, near Oswestry 
have been granted 
despite fears that it could 
lead to a huge expansion 
of the operation. 

Shropshire Council 
agreed to the new com¬ 
plex at the ABP head¬ 
quarters at a meeting in 
Oswestry on Tuesday. 

Residents told the 
meeting that the current 
abattoir caused major 
traffic problems. But 
ABP director Andrew 
Cracknell assured the 
committee the company 
had no plans to grow its 
operation at Hordley.

DEFIANT STAND 
IN SCHOOL ROW

CLOSURE threat¬ 
ened Maesbury 
School today issued a 
defiant response 
after education 
bosses confirmed 
they want to close the 
village site for good. 

The primary school has 
been earmarked for closure 
in a Shropshire Council 
report outlining which 
schools are proposed to be 
shut in the summer of next 
year. A final decision is now 
only one week away. 

Headteacher Rosemary 
Finney said she was looking 
into the idea of academy sta¬ 
tus in the latest bid to try to 
keep its doors open. 

Important 

She said: “We believe it’s 
very important to keep 
Maesbury Primary School 
open and we believe it can 
offer a long and economic 
future. We are looking very 
seriously at academy status 
and now it seems the most 
likely option for Maesbury. ” 

Earlier this month, staff 
and governors pleaded with 
the council cabinet and edu¬ 
cation officers to reconsider 
plans to axe the village 
school. Chairman of gover¬ 
nors Tony Milner said:

“Maesbury is a purpose- 
built and fully-equipped 
school ready to cope with the 
new technology demands of 
education today.” 

There was better news for 
Ifton Heath Primary School 
where plans to create an 
“all-through” school in St 
Martins, by moving Ifton 
Heath pupils to the Rhyn 
Park Secondary School site, 
are recommended to be 
deferred to a later date. 

Nicola Bradley, head of 
Ifton Heath School, said: 
“The recommendation is 
that Cabinet defer a decision 
on merger at the moment 
but it’s not definite.” 

She added that if the uni¬ 
tary authority’s Cabinet 
accepted that decision it 


would provide more time for 
staff and campaigners to 
look at the feasibility of the 
proposal and the appropri¬ 
ateness of the site. 

“They are saying they 
realise we have had a dire 
lack of information, so a lot 
of work will need to be done 
over the next few weeks,” 
she said. 

A report detailing the 
plans will be presented to 
the Shropshire Council cabi¬ 
net next Wednesday. 

David Taylor, director of 
children and young peoples 
services at Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, said: “We are left with a 
bad settlement compared to 
other areas and times are 
also getting very tough.” 

Council officials say it has 
lost £10 million in funding 
over the last five years 
because of falling numbers. 

Mr Taylor added: “We 
have come back with the 
proposals, some are the 
same and some are revised. 
We have put a lot of time and 
work into listening carefully 
and we have adapted propos¬ 
als as a result. 

“This is not a sign we have 
failed but that we have lis¬ 
tened, engaged and looked at 
different ways of doing 
things.”

Oswestry 
superstore 
plan firm 
in appeal 

AN OSWESTRY business 
has launched an appeal 
after its plans to build a 
superstore in Victoria Road 
were turned down. 

Car firm JT Hughes was 
one of several unsuccessful 
applicants whose plans for 
supermarkets in Oswestry 
were rejected by Shropshire 
planners last year. 

The appeal will now take 
place at the Shirehall in 
Shrewsbury on July 12 and 
13 in a public hearing. 

JT Hughes’ planning con¬ 
sultant Les Stephan said: 
“It will be very informal and 
we are trying to keep the 
issues very narrow in terms 
of matters that will be dis¬ 
cussed. 

“We are in the process at 
the moment of agreeing 
what are called statements 
of common ground with the 
planning authority and 
agreeing which issues are in 
dispute.” 

Mr Stephan said issues 
like access - including a new 
traffic roundabout on the 
junction of Victoria Road 
and Salop Road - and the 
design and size of the pro¬ 
posed building in Victoria 
Road, were not in dispute. 

Mr Stephan said that the 
argument his clients would 
be using at the hearing was 
that the “tick list” the plan¬ 
ners used was flawed. 

Mr Stephan said other 
advantages of JT Hughes’ 
application, which was 
made in conjunction with 
neighbouring company Gut- 
tercrest, included free park¬ 
ing. 

The planning inspector’s 
decision is expected within 
seven weeks of the hearing.

No push for 
road to be 
made safer 

A WIDE STRETCH of road 
on a major route on the 
Shropshire border - the 
scene of several fatal acci¬ 
dents - will not be improved 
in the near future, it has 
been confirmed. 

Campaigners fighting to 
get safety improvements on 
the A5 just outside Oswestry 
have received a setback with 
the news that the Welsh 
Assembly Government has 
no plans to fund any changes 
to the road. 

There had been hopes that 
the road between the 
Gledrid and Halton traffic 
islands could be made into a 
dual carriageway or at least 
have permanent average 
speed cameras installed. 

Thousands of vehicles use 
the route each day travelling 
to and from Shropshire from 
the north west of England 
and into Mid Wales. 

But a Welsh Assembly 
Government spokesman 
said this week: “There are 
no current plans to intro¬ 
duce average speed cameras 
or a dual carriageway to this 
stretch of the road.” 

Councillor Ian Roberts 
said he and other campaign¬ 
ers would continue to put 
forward their views on the 
need to improve safety.

The electricity plant 
would use 22,000 tonnes of 
feedstock a year. 

Objecting 

Planning officer Grahame 
French said that 68 per cent 
of this would be crops, 
mainly maize silage and 32 
per cent of it would be 
chicken litter and farm 
manure, which would nor¬ 
mally go on the fields. 

Objecting, resident Mar¬ 
ion Hesketh said crops 
would be grown specifically 
to feed the digester and 
would have to be taken to 
the plant. 

However, Councillor 
Arthur Walpole said that 
the site of the digester had 
previously been a store for 
beet and so would have had 
traffic movements to and 
from it in the past. 

“We have to move in this 
direction because of the 
greenness of the operation 
and I believe this is a good 
site,” he said.

Low-flying 
exercise to 
fill the skies 

THE BORDER skies will see low flying mil¬ 
itary activity next month. 

The RAF, Army and Royal Navy will be 
using the Wales Tactical Training Area 
(TTA) during May when training aircraft 
will be authorised to operate down to 100ft 
during specific times. 

Squadron Leader Albie Fox said: “This 
area is vital to the training of our pilots. We 
are usually only allowed to fly down to 250ft 
but our aircrews are often required to fly 
much lower than this on operations. 

“We do realise that it would not be viable 
to operate down to 100ft all day, every day 
so the TTA is usually only active for one 
hour per day from Monday to Friday. 

“Just because the area is booked and 
active for one hour does not necessarily 
mean that aircraft will be operating at 100 
feet in the area for the whole hour. 

“Fast-jets can travel up to 517mph and 
therefore would cover the length of the 
TTA very quickly. There may then not be 
any further requirement to return to the 
area once exited,” he added. 

When the area is active other aircraft not 
booked in to fly at 100ft can still operate but 
must fly no lower than 500ft. When it is not 
active, the area is like all other areas and 
fixed wing aircraft can fly down to 250ft.

Carey to 
perform 
service 
in county 

A FORMER Archbishop of 
Canterbury will be con¬ 
ducting a confirmation ser¬ 
vice in Shropshire this 
summer. 

Ex-Archbishop George 
Carey has been invited to 
the parish of Whittington 
by Canon Philip Crowe, a 
retired clergyman who now 
lives at Babbinswood, near 
Oswestry. 

Canon Crowe, who was 
principal of the theological 
college at Old Sarum, Salis¬ 
bury, during his long 
career, and later became 
Vicar of Penley and Erbis- 
tock on the north west 
Shropshire border, will 
host the June visit. 

The confirmation candi¬ 
dates from Whittington and 
West Felton have been told 
the news. 

But church warden of St 
John the Baptist Church at 
Whittington, Don Howard, 
says in the latest edition of 
the parish magazine that 
other people interested in 
becoming confirmed could 
still join in their confirma¬ 
tion classes in time for the 
June 12 service at 10.30am. 

Born in 1935 in London, 
George Carey served as 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
from April 1991 and retired 
from that position in Octo¬ 
ber 2002. He was created a 
life peer as Baron Carey of 
Clifton a month later.

Councillors facing abuse 
over new one-way system

TOWN COUNCILLORS are being abused on 
the streets of Welshpool over the introduction 
of the town’s new one-way system. 

And the council could install CCTV cameras in its offices 
to protect staff from abusive visitors, angry about the long 
traffic delays and loss of trade to the town’s businesses. 

Welshpool Town Council wants the abuse to stop and was 
meeting last night to discuss the situation and consider the 
CCTV system. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson has faced abuse on the 
streets as well as in his office and councillors are also com¬ 
ing under attack. 

He said: “We are a very open council here in Welshpool 
and always try our best to keep things that way. 

“But recently councillors have become increasingly con¬ 
cerned about the abuse received from the public against 
town council staff, particularly on items over which the 
town council has little or no control. 

Offensive 

“One of the issues with people has been the introduction 
of the town’s new one-way system but what a lot of people 
don’t realise is that it was never a town council scheme. 
Powys County Council introduced it and we just helped it 
come in. It’s a small minority of people that are abusive and 
I wouldn’t say it’s a major problem but it’s something which 
shouldn’t be allowed to happen.” 

Mr Robinson said the matter of the abuse would be dis¬ 
cussed at last night’s town council meeting. 

“We will be discussing whether or not to install a CCTV 
system in the entrance to the town council’s offices and put 
up a sign in the office entrance saying that abuse, whether 
physical of verbal, is not acceptable,” he said. 

“We will also be deciding whether or not we should intro¬ 
duce a policy whereby any person who is offensive is not 
dealt with and they will be asked to leave and come back 
another time.” 

Councillor Ann Holloway said people were shouting at 
her from passing cars as she walked around the town. 

“I don’t know why I am being shouted at in this way. This 
was not a Welshpool Town Council scheme,” she said. 

Meanwhile problems which have arisen since the system 
was introduced are to be rectified in coming weeks. The 
town council said there was a “snagging list” which is being 
addressed. The list includes parking signs, a crossing point 
by Andrew Fish Bar in High Street, some cracked pave¬ 
ments and the filtering of cars into two lanes by the Spar in 
Church Street.

AN OSWESTRY journalist is in line for a top 
literary award for his biography on the late 
and legendary soccer star Tommy Lawton.

Council in talks 
on pay increases 

POWYS COUNTY Coun¬ 
cillors meet today to decide 
whether to award them¬ 
selves pay increases of 
thousands of pounds. 

The council will change 
to a leader and cabinet sys¬ 
tem next month and will 
no longer have a ruling 
board. 

Decisions currently 
made by all 73 councillors 
will be left in the hands of 
just 10. 

The council will discuss 
proposals that the new 
salary for the chairman of 
the cabinet will be £36,017 
- up from £28,217 on last 
year. Cabinet members 
will receive £25,600, up 
from £21,700. 

The recommendation 
has been criticised by 
Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies. 

“In my opinion it’s 
insensitive to increase 
salaries when everything 
else seems to be facing 
cuts,” he said.

With¬ 
out them the very fabric of village life is under 
threat.

Lesson in wheelchair 
skills an inspiration

I AM SITTING in a wheelchair, 
trying to lift the front wheels 
over a length of rope, and fail¬ 
ing miserably. 

“You can do it, it just takes time and 
practice. Roll back a touch, then use 
your hands and upper body strength to 
power the rear wheels and lift the front 
ones,” says Welshpool-based Brian Sir- 
rell, a wheelchair trainer for the Back- 
Up Trust during one of the spinal 
injuries support group’s sessions at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

Brian makes it look easy, but having 
been in a wheelchair for around seven 
years following an illness, he’s had 
years of practice. But I’m not complain¬ 
ing. Far from it. My admiration for peo¬ 
ple who spend much of their lives 
confined to four wheels is growing by 
the minute. 

This year is the 25th anniversary of 
the Back-Up Trust, whose skills ses¬ 
sions at Oswestry help people new to 
wheelchairs, whether through acci¬ 
dents, illness, or even warfare, rebuild 
their lives and give them mobility. 

Here is the starting point for the rest 
of their days - beginning with the sim¬ 
ple skills that will help them get around 
in a chair. 

“Confidence is the main thing,” says 
Brian, “and the idea that you are not set 
aside because you are in a wheelchair. It 
took me two years to get my head 
around that. 

“One minute we are fit and running 
for the bus and all of a sudden you have 
that taken away from you, and it’s like 
having to learn to walk again, but on 
wheels.” 

There are an estimated 40,000 people 
in the UK living with a spinal cord 
injury, most commonly caused by road 
traffic accidents, falls, illness or sport¬ 
ing incidents. 

The statistics are shocking. Every

eight hours, someone’s life will change 
forever because of a spinal cord injury. 

Getting on the bus, going to the local 
shops or the pub, playing with your 
children or grandchildren in the park, 
or just safely carrying a cup of tea from 
the kitchen to your living room - this is 
what wheelchair skills training is all 
about. 

Teach 

A typical Back-Up session covers the 
pushing technique, getting over obsta¬ 
cles, tackling kerbs and thresholds, 
back-wheel balancing and mounting 
steps. The sessions are tailored to the 
group and the trust runs both manual 
and power chair training sessions. 

All wheelchair skills trainers have a 
spinal cord injury and can draw from 
their own experiences to find the best 
way to teach. 

And during the session at Oswestry 
you can see how positively people react

to Brian’s inspiration. 

“If I can help people, that is great, but 
it also gives me another insight into peo¬ 
ple who are worse off than myself,” says 
Brian. 

“The Back-Up Trust helps people 
with their mobility and confidence and I 
can give something back myself because 
the Trust helped me.” 

The Back-Up Trust was founded in 
1986 by the former British and Euro¬ 
pean Freestyle Champion and James 
Bond stunt double Mike Nemesvary, 
who’s life was devastated when he broke 
his neck during a training session. 

At the end of an inspiring two-hour 
session at the hospital, I leave. On foot. 
Only then do I realise just how lucky I 
am to be able to simply walk away.

However there 
were fears that the club had not received the 
agreed sponsorship package from Technogroup, 
one of the town’s biggest companies. However 
the club’s general secretary Liam Pritchard has 
moved to assure followers that the firm will 
meet its commitment. 

Rumours 

“There have been lots of rumours that 
Technogroup would not be fulfilling their spon¬ 
sorship commitments to the club this season,” 
he said. “I can confirm that these rumours are 
categorically false. 

“I’ve been in contact with Technogroup over 
the past few weeks to discuss the matter and we 
have reached an agreement whereby the 
remaining sponsorship money will be paid in 
full and we as a club are delighted. 

“A number of malicious rumours have been 
circulating around the town throughout the sea¬ 
son but they are completely without foundation. 
Technogroup have been a great supporter and 
partner of the football club for a number of years 
now and, for us, there was never any suggestion 
that the money would not be forthcoming. 

“A proportion of the promised cash was 
delayed but the football club appreciate that 
these are very difficult financial times for all 
companies across the world and we have always 
been confident that it was a case of when, not if, 
the settlement would take place.” 

No-one at the Technogroup company, based 
on the Henfaes Lane Industrial Park, was avail¬ 
able to comment.

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Rare cabinet is sold at 
auction for £120,000

A RARE BUREAU cabinet, discov¬ 
ered in the Welshpool area, has sold 
at auction for £120,000. 

The superb scarlet and gilt 
Japanned double domed bureau cabi¬ 
net, described by Halls’s fine at direc¬ 
tor Jeremy Lamond as “probably the 
best piece of furniture consigned to 
the company for a decade” sold to a 
London trade buyer. 

Consigned by an anonymous Welsh¬ 
pool area vendor, the bureau cabinet 
was the top selling lot at Halls’s 
£484,000 auction of antique furniture, 
ceramics and works of art at the Welsh 
Bridge saleroom in Shrewsbury. 

It was purchased in London before 
the Second World War and had more 
than a passing resemblance to a simi¬ 
lar piece attributed to John Belchier 
in the state bedroom at Erddig, near 
Wrexham. 

Class 

“There are very few red lacquered 
pieces from that period still in exis¬ 
tence and it was extremely rare for 
one to be offered at auction,” said Mr 
Lamond. 

“In its day, this piece of furniture 
was the Ferrari of its class. 

“It would have been made for the 
bedroom of a top country house 
around 1720. 

“It is difficult to attribute a maker 
as many London and provincial mak¬ 
ers were guided by ‘Treatise of Japan¬ 
ning and Varnishing’ by John Stalker 
and George Parker in 1688.” 

The cabinet was decorated all over 
with gilded chinoiserie, including 
flowers and mounted figures on the 
fall, and the interior was just as 
impressive as the exterior. 

Behind the ogee arched glazed mir¬ 
ror doors of the double domed top lay 
an elaborate interior of pigeon holes 
and short drawers.

Nigel Davies, chairman of Cambrian 
Heritage Railways, said it had taken two- 
years of hard work, and the dream of see¬ 
ing trains operate from the main line in 
Gobowen to Llanyblodwel, was now one 
step closer to becoming a reality. 

The first stretch of fully restored line 
runs from Oswestry’s Victorian Station 
Building to the Middleton Road Bridge in 
Volunteers Mathew Higgins and Phil Bradley the town and is half a mile long.

Brothers freed 
in affray case 

TWO BROTHERS facing trial on a charge of 
affray following an incident at an Oswestry 
pub have both walked free from court after 
the prosecution offered no evidence against 
them.

The 
two men were given prison terms for other 
sentences by Judge Eades, but were released 
because of the time spent on remand. 


He said the service operated between 
11am and 4pm throughout the weekend. 

“It will also operate every weekend 
and bank holiday over the summer 
months too,” Mr Davies said. 

“Despite the day starting with a slight 
glitch we managed to get the train run¬ 
ning every half-an-hour throughout the 
day. 

“We’ve all worked incredibly hard to 
get to the point where we are now and 
I’m just incredibly pleased that we’ve 
managed to get here. 

“We had some very positive feedback 
from the people who visited. 

“We have even signed up some new 
members and volunteers, which is 
great,” he added. 

Nicola Williams from Oswestry, one of 
the passengers on board the second 
train, said: “It’s nice to see that a stretch 
of the line has been reopened and I hope 
the bigger plan comes into fruition 
sooner rather than later.”

Action call for 
dairy farmers 

DAIRY FARMERS in the 
Welshpool area are being 
encouraged by NFU 
Cymru to fight to ensure 
fairer milk contract terms 
and eliminate unfair com¬ 
mercial practices in the 
dairy supply chain. 

They are being pressed 
to lobby their MPs, 
prospective AMs and milk 
buyers. 

NFU Cymru deputy 
president Stephen James 
said: “I want to make this 
quite clear - the dairy 
market in this country is 
not working, which 
means that dairy farmers 
are losing out. 

“The industry lurches 
from crisis to crisis and 
has suffered over a decade 
of underinvestment and 
low profitability.” 

The European Com¬ 
mission has come forward 
with a package of mea¬ 
sures, which include 
improvements to milk 
contracts, which Mr 
James said could make a 
real difference to dairy 
farmers.

Hopes of 
tackling 
domestic 
violence 

AN OSWESTRY lawyer 
with one of the area’s largest 
family law teams has wel¬ 
comed the Government 
announcement that all 
domestic abuse deaths will 
be automatically reviewed in 
England and Wales to 
ensure lessons about vio¬ 
lence in the home are 
learned. 

Alison Monaghan, a solici¬ 
tor at GHP Legal, says there 
has seen a substantial 
increase in domestic abuse 
cases in recent years, many 
involving teenage women. 

“In respect of domestic 
abuse leading to death, pub¬ 
lished figures show that 
almost 100 women are killed 
by partners or ex-partners 
each year, whilst 21 men 
died from domestic abuse in 
England and Wales last 
year,” she said. 

“Whilst domestic violence 
is nothing new, it is only in 
the last 10 years that it has 
been taken seriously as a 
criminal justice issue. 
Despite that, in some quar¬ 
ters it is still being flippantly 
referred to as ‘just another 
domestic’. 

“Under the new rules 
mandatory case reviews will 
be carried out by all involved 
agencies, including the 
police and health services. 

“This new policy is a wel¬ 
come change. Hopefully 
lessons can be learned for 
the future.”

Chance toi 
have say 
at talks 

RESIDENTS IN the 
Vyrnwy Valley have been 
urged to attend tonight’s 
public meeting in Llan¬ 
fechain to hear National 
Grid plans for power lines. 

The meeting will be the 
last chance for residents of 
the border area to voice their 
concerns against the plans. 

Doug Williams, chairman 
of Llansantffraid Commu¬ 
nity Council, said he was 
shocked that no meeting was 
being held in the village. 

“We have not been given 
the opportunity to voice our 
concerns in Llansantffraid, ” 
he said. “It is important that 
everyone concerned by this 
proposal gets the chance to 
study the plans and have 
their say.” 

One of the two proposals 
sees the 400,000 volt line 
running near the villages of 
Llanfechain, Llansantffraid 
and Llanymynech and into 
Shropshire through Pant, 
Kinnerley and Baschurch 

Llanfechain Hall will be 
open from 2pm to 8pm. Fur¬ 
ther meetings will be held at 
Bomere Heath Village Hall 
on May 4; Neuadd Goffa, 
Talybont on May 4; Machyn¬ 
lleth on May 5 and Welsh¬ 
pool Town Hall on May 6.

Special report by Graham

CAMPAIGNERS AGAINST plans that 
could see hundreds of pylons built 
across Shropshire and Mid Wales will 
descend on Cardiff next month to 
lobby politicians. 

More than 1,500 people packed Welshpool Live¬ 
stock Market last week to attend one of largest 
public meetings seen in Montgomeryshire for 
years. 

And big names turned out to add their names in 
support of stopping the National Grid proposals 
including weather presenter Sian Lloyd and Jane 
Ashley, the daughter of fashion designer Laura 
Ashley. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, who organ¬ 
ised the meeting, said he would lead thousands of 
people to the Welsh Assembly to help fight the 
proposals. 

He said he would also be calling for a debate in 

Westminster but the deciding vote would ulti¬ 
mately rest with politicians in Cardiff. 

“We need to get busloads of people to go down 
and make the politicians in Cardiff see that we 
mean business and are not going to let this hap¬ 
pen,” said Mr Davies. 

National Grid wants to build a substation at 
either Cefn Coch or Abermule and then run a 
400,000 volt power line across one of several pro¬ 
posed routes to north Shropshire. The grid says 
the move is vital if it is to harness wind power in 
Mid Wales and transfer it to its infrastructure. 

Here’s what some of those fighting the plans 
said at the Welshpool meeting: 

Glyn Davies MP: “These absolutely awful 
plans will desecrate our countryside. They 
depress me. The Welsh Assembly is trying to 
destroy a section of country that it should be look¬ 
ing after. I will lead an invasion to Cardiff to show 
them how much we oppose them.” 

Sian Lloyd, TV weather girl: “This is the 
rape of our fair country. The science of wind 
farms is dodgy to say the very least. On some days 
during the cold snap they were only operating at 
0.2 per cent of their capacity. Simply put, these 


wind farms are an expensive disaster. They do 
not work. This madness has got to stop.” 

Myfanwy Alexander, writer/broadcaster: 
“These are crazy plans for vandalism which we 
will never forgive them for if they go ahead. It is 
an argument about politics and money, not 
wind.” 

Fight 

Jane Ashley, daughter of Laura Ashley: 

“We must all fight these plans together. It is not 
too late. To see so many people here tonight feel¬ 
ing so passionately about the landscape they live 
in is a clear message to the politicians.” 

Lord Alex Carlile, former Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MP: “These plans are an expen¬ 
sive folly and an insult to Welsh landscape. I have 
opposed such wind farms since 1992 and will con¬ 
tinue to do so.” 

Iolo Williams, TV personality: “I detest 
wind farms. It is only lately that we have all 
realised the associated works that come with 
them that will damage the whole area. Tan 8 
must be thrown out.” 

Peter Ogden, director of Campaign for 
the Protection of Rural Wales: “We must win 


fast in this race against time. Support Glyn’s idea 
to invade Cardiff. The proposals are all rotten 
apples. I urge you to oppose them all.” 

John Wilkinson, Meifod dairy farmer: “I 
am urging a unified campaign. Not just to say ‘not 
here and build them somewhere else’. They 
should not be built at all, anywhere.” 

Tony Caplin, Abermule campaigner: 
“They plan to build a 20-acre substation 100 
yards from 1,000 people in 350 houses. Those 
house prices will come down and people’s lives 
will be ruined. It is only 200 yards from the school 
and parents will take their children elsewhere 
and it will close. The village’s largest employer is 
thinking of pulling out too. Everybody is seri¬ 
ously worried.” 

Steve Elliot, Shropshire campaigner: 

“Save some space on the bus to Cardiff Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, because Shropshire is coming with 
you!” 

Gary Swain, Four Crosses campaigner: 

“At the Meifod meeting the nice lady from the 
energy company told us these plans were merely 
‘industrialising the landscape’. What they’re 
doing is annihilating the landscape.”

Family's

THE GRANDMOTHER of 
an 11-week-old baby who 
was born almost three 
months premature has hit 
out at what she claims is 
poor treatment by a leading 
children’s hospital. 

Ann Savage, from Oswes¬ 
try, said her grandson, 
Caidn Thomas, from Castle 
Caereinion, near Welshpool, 
has been in and out of hospi¬ 
tal since January. 

Last week Caidn was 
taken into the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital by his 
mother Rebecca Thomas 
after he fell ill at home.

WARM. HUMID. Hang- 
your-knickers-on-the- 
line weather.

“It’s a place to meet, we are on 
first-name terms with cus¬ 
tomers,” she adds, waving 
through the window at a passing 
client. 

Washed 

To the soundtrack that is the 
busy hum of washing and iron¬ 
ing, it’s clear that here is a Cin¬ 
derella service for people with 
neither the time nor the inclina¬ 
tion for washing their dirty 
laundry in public. 

“If it can be washed and 
ironed, we do it for people,” says 
Emma. 

“Some drop their washing off 
for collection later, others pop 
in, load a tub and pop off to do a 
spot of shopping.

THE FATE of a park and ride 
scheme taking people from a 
planned new superstore and 
cinema development in Oswes¬ 
try into the town centre will be 
decided today. 

Shropshire Council granted permission 
for the controversial development on part 
of the town’s Smithfield Livestock mar¬ 
ket last year. 

A legal condition of the permission was 
that the complex should include a park 
and ride scheme and developer Liberty 
Mercian was told it would have to sign an 
agreement to provide the shoppers’ bus. 

But now confusion over how long devel¬ 
opers would have to be responsible for the 
scheme has led to the council calling a 
special meeting, due to take place today in 
the council chamber, at the Castle View 
offices in Oswestry. 

Provision 

A report from planning officer Tim 
Rogers said the agreement was to provide 
a shuttle bus between the site and town 
centre for 20 years. He says: “It is clear 
that the provision of a shuttle bus was a 
fundamental part of the decision to 
approve the scheme.” 

Mr Rogers said it would be in no-one’s 
interest to continue to run a shuttle bus if 
it was not used by the public. But he said 
if it did not operate over the full 20 years, 
there should be a payment to the council, 
following a “robust” review to ensure the 
scheme was not viable. 

He said: “This sum would have to be 
spent by the council to provide other 
means of sustainable links between the 
site and town centre.” 

Campaigners are expected to protest 
outside the council offices before the 
meeting. The Oswestry 21 group had 
called for a larger venue to accommodate 
members of the public.

Scrap merchants have been told to check their “houses 
are in order” as police threaten a series of spot-checks for 
stolen metal in Operation Livewire. 

“Although the vast majority of scrap dealers run a legiti¬ 
mate business, metal thieves are managing to sell on their 
ill-gotten gains and police will be carrying out a series of 
spot checks on yards throughout the county,” said a spokes¬ 
man. 

Police aim to give thieves nowhere to go with their stolen 
metal by working closely with the Environment Agency, 
which is responsible for ensuring both those collecting scrap 
and those buying it have the correct licences and insurance. 

Misery 

Detective Chief Inspector Alan Edwards said both the 
police and law-abiding citizens in Shropshire had “had 
enough” of the misery people stealing metals such as lead 
and copper were causing. 

“Enough is enough and we are not prepared to tolerate 
those people nicking lead off roofs or copper from heating 
systems, stopping our children going to school or congrega¬ 
tions attending church because of leaks and other damage, ” 
he said. “These people are selling the stuff on somewhere 
so in addition to stopping any vehicle we see carrying scrap 
to make sure it has the correct licence and insurance, we will 
be making regular stop checks at scrap metal merchants 
across the county. 

“The vast majority of these businesses are well run and 
honest but the metal is being sold somewhere and it is those 
people we want to weed out.”

cats very commonly. 

In fact the condition has been on the rise lately, with even 
higher numbers of pets presenting with the classic signs of 
increased thirst, increased appetite and weight loss. Diagnosis 
is usually straightforward enough with the aid of blood and 
urine samples, and for dogs, at least, it is usual for them to 
require insulin therapy. A proportion of cats, however, will 
improve with dietary manipulation alone. 

For dogs on insulin, our aim is to keep the blood sugar levels 
within or close to the normal range for as big a proportion of the 
day as possible. This is achieved to some extent by carefully cal¬ 
culated insulin doses administered by injection at home. 

Once stabilised, many diabetic patients will continue in a 
happy state of eating and drinking normally and regaining lost 
weight. And most owners, perhaps a little wary at first of the 
need to administer injections themselves, get into a routine 
where the treatment of their pet becomes second nature. 

So it is highly frustrating when previously controlled diabet¬ 
ics suddenly become uncontrolled. If this happens, owners will 
tend to notice an increase in thirst once again, and their pet 
becoming gradually more listless. This is in contrast to the more 
sudden scenario if blood sugar levels fall too low, the so-called 
hypo attack. In such cases patients’ insulin doses have become 
unexpectedly excessive. Dogs suffering a hypo become listless, 
even comatose, but respond quickly to eating something sugary. 

If you own a diabetic animal it is crucially important to have 
it checked regularly by your vet or practice nurse, to make sure 
good control is maintained.

Memories of 
‘great flood’ 

Our feature a couple of weeks ago 
about the “great flood” which hit 
Oswestry 30 years ago brought back 
memories for John Powell. 

In the early hours of June 27, 1981, 
millions of gallons exploded through 
the town’s street when a major water 
main burst. 

John, from Oswestry, says: “My 
office was on the crossroads, Welsh 
Walls to Castle Street where it crosses 
Willow Street. That particular morn¬ 
ing, I was walking to work at about 
7.30am and saw the aftermath of the 
flooding - stones and gravel on Willow 
Street as in your picture. 

“It was puzzling and there was 
nobody about to ask. When I got to the 
office, I discovered that one room had 
been flooded. Fortunately, only the 
one room was affected and that only to 
about half an inch deep so it only 
soaked the carpet. The room was the 
filing room with 12 filing cabinets, so 
the clear up was a bit messy and time 
consuming. 

“My insurance paid for new carpet 
except for a £25 excess. A bit ‘tongue 
in cheek’ I requested reimbursement 
of the £25 from North West Water 
Authority but they explained that 
they had no responsibility.”

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Honda lives up to expectations

A SNEAK preview of the soon-to- 
be-launched updated Honda 
Accord proved to be just what I had 
been expecting - impressive. 

Honda has never had to work too hard con¬ 
vincing me about the Accord. The car was my 
choice as a company vehicle for five years and 
it is the corporate customer that is on the com¬ 
pany’s radar now. 

Needing to boost the Accord’s appeal with¬ 
out sacrificing quality and reliability the team 
has improved styling, comfort and running 
costs. 

With rising fuel costs and C02-based taxa¬ 
tion, driving down the emissions and improv¬ 
ing the fuel economy throughout the Accord 
range was a priority. 

Honda engineers have implemented a host 
of underbody aerodynamic aids, including a 
larger front air dam, underfloor and a rear sub- 
frame cover. 

Honda’s refined 2.2 litre i-DTEC diesel 
received some extra attention with the reduc¬ 
tion of internal frictional losses in the engine. 
This revision resulted in a 9 g/km drop in C02 
emissions for the 6-speed manual saloon on 



test to 147g/km. Comfort levels are high on the 
priority list for those drivers who spend time on 
the road, and damper conditions have been 
improved to suit the vast range of road condi¬ 
tions found in Europe. 

The saloon has benefitted from small but 
noticeable changes to the headlights and 
bumpers. The headlights now feature a cleaner 
appearance with the previously amber indica¬ 
tors now in a clear finish. 

On top grade cars the lights are now Bi-HID 
and feature active cornering lights to improve 
night time visibility. Honda is also offering 17- 
inch alloy wheels as a complimentary upgrade 
on ES and ES-GT models. 

The rear of the saloon model has been subtly 
enhanced with the reversing light and indica¬ 
tors now featuring the same red finish as the 
fog light to give balance to the styling. 

The updated look of the saloon is rounded off 
with a light chrome finish above the rear 
licence plate on most models and dark chrome 
on Type S grade cars. 

These new exterior design cues are com¬ 
pleted with the addition of three colours - 
Alabaster Silver, Graphite Lustre metallic and 
Celestial Blue Pearl. 

The exterior styling changes have been com¬ 
plemented by a number of subtle changes to the 
interior to enhance the cabin. Updates include 
new dark silver interior panels and bright sil¬ 
ver door handles and handbrake, while ES 
grades now benefit from a new seat material 
and door lining. 

Another new lighting technology for Honda 
is the high beam support system, which is fit-

ted on vehicles with the Bi-HID headlights. 

This system is controlled by a camera fitted 
to the windscreen behind the rear view mirror. 
The camera detects oncoming headlights or the 


taillights of a vehicle in front and automati¬ 
cally dips the headlights. 

With cleaner engines, a sharper look and a 
smoother drive the revised Accord will con¬ 
tinue to provide a strong challenge in the com¬ 
petitive D-sector. All engines in the line up 
meet Euro 5 legislation, and its sector-leading 
package of safety systems rivals most E-sector 
cars. 

The revised Accord with lower C02 emis¬ 
sions and improved refinement will play an 


important role in continuing to strengthen 
Honda’s market position, particularly in the 
corporate sector. 

The Accord’s key customers will be conquest, 
corporate customers, such as head office senior 
managers, and customers from the D-sector 
mass market who are looking to upgrade. 

Honda are targeting only low level sales. The 
plan for the UK is approximately 3,000 units 
per year, 77 per cent of which will be saloon 
models and 23 per cent tourer variants.

Mercedes takes fuel 
cell car on world tour 



MERCEDES is on something of a 
mission to raise awareness of 
hydrogen as a viable alternative 
future fuel, writes lain Dooley. 

How? By taking a brace of B-Class cars on 
a world tour - all 19,000 miles of it. Electric 
power might be flavour of the month, but 
it’s not for everyone. Range, battery 
weight, charging issues and cost - Govern¬ 
ment grants notwithstanding - are just a 
few considerations. 

Hydrogen fuel cell-powered cars offer, in 
principal, greater flexibility and range, 
petrol car-like performance plus supermini 
levels of economy. And don’t forget, the 
only tailpipe emission is water. 

Unlike an electric car, you can’t buy a 
fuel cell model. Until now anything that 
showed potential was little more than a 
prototype. 

The B-Class is different; it’s a regular car 


destined for low scale production and real 
world trials. Its clever ‘sandwich’ floor 
allows the hydrogen tanks and fuel cell to 
fill the gap, with the electric motor in the 
nose and the car’s lithium-ion battery pack, 
used for the start up and initial running, 
located aft below the boot space. 

The test location was the coastal town of 
Ceduna, west of Adelaide, Australia. 

The 1,200-mile, four-day journey to 
Perth on Outback roads included dodging 
the legendary roadtrains, snakes, flies, 36- 
degree heat and plenty of dust. If a high- 
tech fuel cell car could survive here it could 
survive anywhere. 

There was never any need to worry. The 
cars had already travelled close to 9,000 
miles without a hitch. Sure, the dozen or so 
support vehicles were never far away. 

Having started in January, the group 
had already experienced a mild European 
winter and travelled east to west across 



North America before flying to Sydney for 
the start of the Australian leg. 

To date, the exercise has shown that the 
cars work. No fuss, no glitches, no perfor¬ 
mance worries. With the maximum 3.7kg of 
compressed hydrogen on board, the car’s 
range is approximately 250 miles of mixed 
motoring. 

Regular running at 60mph on Outback 
roads saw that drop to around 200 miles. 
Overall, though, conventional fuel consump¬ 
tion is said to be around 85mpg - much better 
than your average family hatchback. 

Passing through typically Australian 
places such as Ecula, Balladonia and Boondi 
Rock en route to Perth, the B-Class was 
straightforward to drive. 

Due to how the fuel cell works - a chemical 
reaction between the on-board hydrogen and 
oxygen from the passing air produces elec¬ 
tricity, which powers an electric motor - 
you’re really driving an electric car .And with 
the B-Class that translates roughly into a 130 
horsepower equivalent experience from the 
70kW motor (lOOkW peak output) and single 
speed transmission. 

The B-Class might be eerily quiet, but you 
don’t quite get the same ‘instant on’ acceler¬ 
ation of a true electric car. 

With a fuel cell, energy is being made on 
demand and not stored in a big battery. It’s a 
little like old-school turbo lag, but only for a 
fraction of a second. The upside is that, if 
you’re not requesting power you’re not con¬ 
suming the raw fuel. After four days behind 
the wheel you soon learnt to keep the electric 
motor spinning between 10 and 20kW for 
maximum efficiency. 

It proved best to ‘prime’ the system before 
any determined acceleration - winding the 
motor up to 50kW before applying full throt¬ 
tle worked best. On start up the B-Class is 
powered directly by the battery for the few 
metres it takes the fuel cell to power up. 
Depending on its capacity, if you exhaust the 
hydrogen supply the battery could get you out 
of trouble - but we’re talking a lot less than a 
mile, not a true ‘get you home’ backup. 

Which brings us to the subject of refueling. 
The two hydrogen fuel tankers accompany¬ 
ing the cars acted as mobile filling stations, as 
locally sourced fuel has been the backbone of 


the tour. In the real world, however, it’s the 
scarcity of bricks and mortar filling stations 
that’s proving to be the real bottleneck to 
progress. 

This is a significant factor behind Mer¬ 
cedes’ efforts as, by raising awareness, it’s 
hoped more can be done by governments and 
other agencies to speed up the process of 
building a refueling infrastructure. 

Charging points 

Sure, Mercedes and others are also devel¬ 
oping electric vehicles and there appears to be 
money available for charging points - witness 
the growth in popularity in the UK alone. 

However, the B-Class boasts more than 
twice the range of Nissan’s Leaf. Not everyone 
is happy to be restricted to urban motoring or 
has easy access to a garage or power socket. 
Fuel cell cars could be a more versatile one-car 
solution for a family or business. We just need 
the infrastructure to catch up - and fast. 

Mercedes engineers calculate an electric 
car-beating three-minute refuelling time for 
something with the B-Class’ 3.7kg tank 
capacity. On the day it took longer thanks to 
the high ambient temperatures and the sim¬ 
ple fact that the mobile rigs can’t cool the 
hydrogen down to the levels of a fixed refu¬ 
elling station. 

After four days and 1,200 miles what 
lessons have been learnt? Simply put, the B- 
Class works and is ready for the real world; 
the driving experience is conventional and 
overall performance is good. The recent 
developmental gains have been significant - 
double digit for performance and economy. 

What’s needed now is a similar effort from 
those responsible for building a refuelling 
infrastructure. It will take time and money, 
two things the world appears to be lacking, 
but the technology mustn’t be allowed to go 
to waste.
